EETING OF THE BOARD OF 
ALDERMEN. 


Imortant Wessage from the 
Mayor About Street 
Paving. 


- An adjourned meeting of the 
Board of Mayor and Aldermen was held 
in the City Hall last night, President 
Hulburt, in the chair. The following 
members were present: Powers, Glan- 
cey, Johnson, Coehran, Wickersham, 
Amis, Lynn, Smith, Bolling, Holst, 
O'Donnell, Shaw, Townsend, tlulourt 
and Passmore. 

After the reading of the minutes the 
following important message from the 
Mayor relative to street pavements was 
read : 

MAYOR'S MESSAGE, 
MAYorR'’s OFricr,) 
To the Hon, Board of Aldermen of the Cily of 

Memphis: 

(jentiomen: I feel assured that I rep- 
resent the wishes of our citizens, by 
again bringing to your attention, and re- 
questing your action as practica- 
ble, on the subject of street paving. 

Since Mesers, Taylor, McBean & Co, 
commenced laying the Nicolson pave- 
menton Second street, there has been a 
decided expression by property owners, 
and citizens generally, in favor of bav- 
ing the following streets paved in the 
same way, Viz: Main, Shelby, DeSoto, 
Jefferson, Old Madison, Poplar and 
Beal streets, and Charleston avent 
propose, therefore, that bids be ~ 
for paving these streets for City Bonds 
payable in five, ten, and fifteen years, 
bearing six per cent, interest. 

The entire cost of the above work, as 
per Engineer's estimate, at five dollars 
per yard for paving and one dollar and 
sixty ceuts per feot for curbing, amounts 
in round numbers to $921,000, or $307,000 
in instalments of five, ten and fifteen 
years. To meet these instalments, with 
semi-annual interest, I propose to create 
a sinking fund, requiring annually, for 
the first five years, 31 16,6000: for the see- 
ond tive years, $05,240, and for the third 
and last five years, $79,520. This fand 
to be under the contro! of three Trustees, 
appointed by the Board of Aldermen, 
aud at the firat of each year the City 
Treasurer be required to pay over to said 
Trustees weekly one-sixth of the city 
revenue paid into his hands by the reve- 
nue officers of the city, until the entire 
fund set apartfor that year shall have 


> 


been so paid over, 


I recommend, @iso, that the said true- 
tees, after paying, or setting apart a sum 
sufficient to pay each semi-annual inter- 
est falling due on the entire debt, shall 
invest, on the best terms they can, all 
surplus funds in their hands in the bonds 
first maturing. 

These annual payments to the sinking 
fund (the largest being $116,660, and the 
smallest being $79,820) may seem large 
to be drawn from the treasury tor tha 
special purpose; but by reference to the 
eoutroller’s books it will be seen that the 
coat of mud, sand, ete., for streets and 
alleys has averaged in the last few years 
$146,585 per annum. It is true that a 
portion of these expenditures was not 
made upon the streets proposed to be 
paved, but a large proportion was, | think 
three-fourths at least, 

‘Then, so tar as the city treasury is 
concerned, leaving out of view all other 
considerations, it is largely benelited ny 
this enterprise, While the amount saved 


to the general business of the city is 
almost incalenlable. Take for er imple 
the article of cotton: 212,000 bale» lave 


been received here during the season, 
every bale of which bas been transported 
over some one or wore of the streets 
mentioned, and a large portion of them 


more than once. The average cost of 
drayage during the season could not 
have been less than thirty cents per 


bale, amounting to $63 600, 

Over paved streets it would not have 
been more than ten cents per bale, 
amounting to #21 200. So that paved 
streets would have saved ou (he drayage 
of one article in one season $42,400), 

But the dravage on cotton, as large as 
itseems, is only a smail portion of the 
entire drayage of the city. The whole 
community in our Vicinity, and the 
greater portion of that of a large scope of 
country surrounding us, even the farm 
ing interests of hundreds of miless are 
aving more for drayage over our streets 
than is paid in any city in this country, 
and greatly to the detriment of our pros- 
perity, During the past winter two, 
three, four and often five dollars per dray 
load, was paid for goods delivered at the 
depots; and I am aatisfied the average 
per load for several seasons has been as 
much as sixty cents. Over paved streets 
it would not have been over twenty-five 
or thirty cents. 

The total amount of drayage paid in 
Memphis I cannot ascertain, though the 
amount that woukl be saved to the busi- 
ness of the eity by reducing it to twenty- 
five or thirty cents, cannot be approxi- 
mated; but it certainly would be enor- 
mous, asit requires over 1200 licensed 
drays and Wagons to transport freizht, 
etc., over our streets. Perhaps some con- 
ception may be formed by practical wen, 
of the amountit has cost, and of the 
amount that would have been saved, if 
we bad paved streets,if I state the quan- 
tities of a few leadiug articles that have 
been transported over our. streets 
since the ist of September, viz: 225,000 
bales of cotton ; 36,000 agricultural imple- 
ments; 30,H00saeks of bran ; 30,000 casks of 
bacon apd beef; 500,000 sacks of corn; 
70,000 barrels of meal; 240,000 bartels of 
coal; 12,000 phekages of dry goods; 120,- 
000 barrels of flour; 37,000 packages of 
furniture: 50,000 packages assorted gro- 
eeries and 46,000 bales of hay, besides 
many thousands of other articles, have 
all been hauled over our streets at extra 
prices, by reason of the bad condition of 
our streets. I believe there has been 
paid since the Ist of Beptember $150,000 
more than would have been paid if the 
streets named had been well paved. To 
say more on the vital importance of 
enti. would appear useless, but I 
wlieve itto be absolutely necessary todo 
all we can in this regard, riot alone to 
increase our trade and business, but to 
retaia what we already have. 

I believe contracts can be made for 
paving at reasonable rates, payable in 
bonds guaranteed as! propose; and if 
done, the result under the operation of 
die lute amended charter, will be highly 
advantageous to the city financially —to 
say nothing of other benefits named, 
and will accomplish more, in restoring 
the credit of the city, in three months 
than ean be done otherwise in a year: 
Property owners being required to pay 
for paving in front of their property, the 
amount so paid will ba sufficient to ab- 
sory ogr entire floating debt.
